Even cach dav we have learned a little. and each morning as it 
awns finds us a little different from the preceding one, a little wiser, 
perhaps not happier, often sadder, but at lea=t we have learned some- 
thing. \We are wiser, and that is the Standard of s$piritual growth. 
Learning and education give us knowledge, life itself gives us w1s- 
dom; and while knowledge will help us in our search for wisdom, 
Ot 1tselt it 18 of little spiritual value. 

And now let us define spirituality. There have been many deft-

BO now Wwe COIne I this qQuestion. It cach of us 158 evolving 
toward pertection. each along his own line. hampered bv his inherited 
tendencies, absolutely subservient to the law of karma, the result onlv

When the cgnsciousness acts from the higher mind 1t will be im- 
per<onal, altruistic. universal in its scope, arid will be concerned in 
matters that affect the good of others. \When we take an interest m 
anvthing outside our little personalities, be it better schoohng or 
prison reform or hetter government or what-not, we Are centered mn 
the Higher Man, just to the extent that we feel in our hearts a real 
clesire to help. So that 1f we want to help anyone with our advice, 
we <hould first determine whether we really do want to help them 
or whether, perhaps, we only want to show them that we are right 
and they wrong or something of that kind.

[mmediately we ask this question we are pushed over the edge 
Of the natural world into the realms of the great Thought from 
which comes all. \We are forced to consider the proposition that 
hefore numhers are Number 1s. It 1s the purpose of this article tp 
examine into the truth of the propovition that ten 1s the number 5! 
the Al. Numbers, according to the occult, are not mere invention= 
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for man s convemence in counting his fingers or his dollars hut are 
express10ns of cosmical law and carry within them the <torv of the 
CoOemos. | 

Number, we will say, measures matter, space, time and motion. 
Put we may look upon time as a property of motion, upon motion 
as a property of force, upon force as a property of Will, and upon 
Will as the Cause of all. But Will moves through Mind to the cre 
ation of Form. By such reasoning we may conclude that Number 
measures Mind. Mind, mm turn, creates Form in all its aspects. To- 
gether with Number.goes Line whose office 1s to define Form. Hence 
Number measures Form and Line defines it. 

The act of bringing the Cosmos from its motionless. forrless, 
tuneless, etc. Source was an act of Separation,—and the hirth of 
Line. The first-horn of this act exists in Number as the perpendicu- 
lar line: 1.

Read this 
number, as well as the others, in the manner in which you read the. 
numbers of a telephone hook. In the Yuga number the 4 represents 
matter and stands hetween the absolutes light and space. The 311 
equals 113 or 5, the number of Man or of cosmical differentiated 
life that evolves through the physical whose number 1s 4, or, as 1t 
appears in the Yuga number, 40.

()ur Temple brother Charles O. Roos, a Russian-American and 
1 Song writer of international fame, has recently spent a short time 
with us at the Halcyon Center. He gave us the tollowing symbolic

ne. .\tter a longer lapse oft time a third cub appeared at the cave 
1outh. He had remained m the lair until he had gained inore expert- 
ence and wisdom than his brothers, and he took caretul note of all 
11s <urrounclings.

Ouestion : Please give something about Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Rounders. 


Answer: From the doctrine—rather incomprehensible to Western minds 
—which deals with the periodical *obscurations” and successive *Rounds” of 
the Globes along their circular chains, were born the first perplexities and 
misconceptions. One of such has reference to. the *Fifth-” and even *Sixth-

One Master taught and aftrmed that there were such *Fifth-Rounders” even 
now on Earth; and though understood to say that mankind was yet *in the 
Fourth Round,” in another place he seemed to say that we were in the Fifth. 
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To this an *Apocalyptic answer was returned by another Teacher: *A few 
drops of ram do not make a monso0n, though they presage it.” . *No. 
we are not m the Fifth Round, but Fifth Round men have been commeg in- 
for the last few thousand years.” This was worsc than the riddle of the 
Sphinx ! Students of Occultism <uhjected their brains to the wildest work of 
Speculation. For a considerable time they tried to . reconcile the two 
Statements. And as the Masters kept as silent as the stony Sphinx herself, 
they were accused of inconsstency, "contradiction” and "discrepancies.” But 
they were s1mply allowing the speculations to go on, in order to teach a les5011 
which the Western: mind sorely needs. In their conceit and arrogance, as in 
their habit of materializing every metaphysical conception and term without 
allowing any margin for Eastern metaphor and allegory, the Orientalists have 
made a jumble of the Hindu exoteric philosophy, and the Theosophists were 
now doing the same with regard to esoteric teachings. To this day it is evi- 
dent that the latter have utterly failed to understand the meaning of the term 
"Fifth and Sixth Rounders.” But it is simply this: Every *Round” brings 
about a new development and even an entire change in the mental, psyct ic, 
Spiritual and physical constitution of man, all these principles evoluting on an 
ever ascending scale. _T hence it follows that those persons who, like Con- 
fucis and Plato, belonged psychically, mentally, and $piritually to the higher 
planes of evolution, were m our Fourth Round as the average man will be mm 
the Fifth Round, whose mankind 1s destined to tnd itself, on this scale of 
Evolution, immensely higher than is our present humanity. Similarly 
Gautama Buddha—Wisdom mcarnate—was still higher and greater than all 
the men we have mentioned, who are called Fifth Rounders while Buddha 
and Sankaracharva are termed Sixth Rounders, allegorically. Thence agam 
the concealed wisdom of the remark, pronounced at the time Cevasive'—that 
"2 few drops of rain do not make a monsoon, though they presage itt. — 
Secret Doctrine, Vol. 1.
